LORD CROMER’S REPORT. 


In yesterday's issue we gave our opinion on 
8 mae portionsof Lord Cromer’s important review 
{the position of Egypt from an economical 
point of view. His Lordship’s reassuring remarks 
on the soundness of the situation are of especial 
value. “So far as I can gather,” he says, “the 
great rise in the valoe of land in Ezypt, the 
sudden rash which has been made to invest 
capital in various commercial andertakings. 
the recent serious failure in connection with 
the sugar industry and other cognate circum- 
stances have somewhat tended to fuster a eus- 
picion that Egyptian affairs generally are 
unsound, and that a resction, accompanied 
possibly by disastro1s consequences, will prob- 
ably take place before long.” Lord Cromer 
regards this suspicion as by no means remark- 
ab'e in view cf the very rapid development of 
the country, althoogh he has hitherto refrained 
from expressing a definite opinion on the sub- 
ject. But this time he abandons his reserve 
and remarks, “I thivk, however, that I may 
now say that, so far as [am able to forecast 
the future, no sofficient ground exists for hold 
ing the pessimist views to which I have allad- 
ed above.” This is, of course, apart from any. 
political complications that may grise. The 
reasons. for his Lordship’s view are succinotly 
summarised in the tollowing passage, which 
gives in miniatote a comprehensive survey of 
the economic situation :—— | 
"I conceive that, in spite of any warnings 
which may be given, the i!lusory prospectus is 
not likely in Egypt more than elsewhere to 
become lcs a thing of the past. Company 
promoters will continue to prey on unwary 
investors, Weak speculators will go to the 
wall. At times a monetary crisis of some 
magnitude may even occur. At this moment 
(early in March) Egypt may a'most be said to 
be passing through such a crisis. The problem 
of whether sugar can or can not be profitably 
produced is still andecided, and shoald it be 
eventually decided in the negative, a good deal 
of temporary inconvenience and monetary dis- 
tarbance may, without doubt, be caused, until 
"he land now onder cane is used for the oul: 
tivation of other crops. Farther, the extent to 
which the wealth of the country depends on 


naaad UCR ane 
cotton unquestionably involves an economic 
risk of some gravity, move especisl'y in vew 
of the fact that the crop shows a tendency to 
diminish in gvantity and to deteriorate in 
quality, whilst tha ha ts and sta‘e of edaca- 
tion of the mass of the population enhance the 
difficalty of applying ‘éuch ‘ remediee as‘ ate dic- 


tated by agricaltatal acience to avert both the 
diminution ‘and the deterioration. Bot when 


fall allowance i¢ made for these and other 
circumstances of a like nature, I see nothing 


which points to any great probability uf events 


occurring which will seriously check the pros- 
perity of the cyantry. I base, this conclu3ion on 
the broad fact that the main causes to which 
the recent remarkable increase is attributable 


are not of a temporary aud ephemeral, but of a 


permanent and solid character, and that with 
reasonable pradence on the part of all concern- 
ed. in the management ef Bgyptian affairs, with 
strict adherence to the sound principle that the 
functions of Government and the development 
of commercial enterprise should nct be vested 
in the same individuals, and with timely 
efforts to.check the evils which may arise 
from faulty agricultural. processes there is 
no reason why a relapse should take p'ace.”’ 
The fact that Egyptian agricu'tare is prac- 
tically independent of rainfall and that the 
flow of the Nile is now largely controlled and 
will in fatare be still more under contro’ lends 
stability to sgcicultare. The coil ie exception- 
ally fertile, the population is neither 76 fundant 
as in India nor below the standard ‘required 
for an adequate supply of lab-ar. The coantry 
is immune from draaght and consequently 
from famine, while taxstion is now low and ia 
being still farther rednced.- “Can any other 
country,” asks Lord Cromer, concluding. his 
survey <f the ecoromic position, “show natural 
and adventitious advantages tending towards 
the acquisition and maintenance of material 
wealth equivalent t> these 1 I doubt it.” 

It will be observed that while confident as 
to the general soundness of conditions, Lord 
Cromer admits the possibility of periods of 
crisis, and one-of these may arise through the 
failure of the sugar industry. ‘The history of 
sugar growing in Egypt has certainly been 
unfortanate. Sugar refining was first establish- 
ed in the country in 1881 and a second factory 
was started in 1892, the two beirg amalgamat- 
ed in 1897 ander the title of the Société 
Générale des Sucreries. sia ® financial 
syndicate, called the Daira Sagat Corporation, 
was formed to finance the Suérerits Company. 
The latter, however, was brought. to grief by 
the failure of MM. Henry Say et Cie., avd bas 
quite recently been declared bankrapt. Lord 
Cromer declines to express an opinion as to 
whether sogar production can be made profit- 
able in Ezypt, bat he affirms that the experi- 
ment bas not yet been fairly tried, and it ‘ eems 
indeed clear that the collapse of the Sucrories 
Compeny was attributable rather to the engage- 
ments entered into with Say et Cie. than to 
disabilities inherent to the manofacture in 
Egypt. It is obviously desirable that the 
country should have some other staple crop 
besides cotton to rely upon, and the G>. 
veroment is inclined to support the industry 
by all legitimate means. At present, however, 
the sugar industry is ia-a state of suspended 
animation. Of still more importance is the 
diminution in the quantity and ths falling off 
in the quality of the estton crop which his 
recently manifested iteelf, The-total crop for 
the year 194-5 was 6,352,00.) kantars (kantar 
equal to 994 lbs), a decline of 57.090 kantars 
as against the previons year, the total ‘being 
also smaller than any retura for the three 
previous years. Worse still, it is stated ‘‘on 
undoubted authority” that -the quality of 
the crop tends to deteriorate. The causes 
of these declises are (Ist) insect pests, in 
particular the cotton worm, which is estimated 
to have done £2 000,000 worth of damage 
in 1904, and whose depredations sre not 
properly combated by the fellabeen ; (2nd) the 
effect of rotations; (8rd) over-watering, that is 
‘o say, drenching the fields when the water 
supply arrives ; and (4th) over-cropping ; this 
last being the most serious. It has been sug- 
gested that the Government should intervene 
to . prevent over cropping, while the Agri- 
cultural Society is endeavonring to improve 
the methods of native planters ; but for the 
time being the great cotton growing industry ot 
Egypt is certainly somewhat onder a cloud. In 
spite of these drawbacks the prosperity of the 
Egyptian cultivator appears to be increasing. 
The yield of the land-tax has risen from 
L.E 4,684,000 in 1908 to E.B. 4,903,000 last 
year, while—aniore significant still—the arrears 
due at the end of-the year have fallen in the 
same périod from L.B. 84,600 to LE. 18,000, 
and only 80 acres were sold up in 1905 in 
execution of taxes. The figures suggest that 
thé land booni in Egypt has not yet been 
carried to an altogether inordinate extent. 
Farther evidence of the prosperity of the coun- 
try is afforded by the fact that the net earn- 
igs of the railways have increased steadily 
during the past four years, last year’s total 
of L.B. 1.327,000 being L.B 94,09 in excess 
of that of 1904 and LE 26+,000 over that 
‘f 1902, As the report remarks, the policy ot 
improving and extending the railways and the 
capital expenditure connected therewith are 
fally justified by these results. in summing op 
the hiatory of last year in Egypt we cannot do 
better than qaote the final words of Lord 
Cromer’s report :—‘In conclading my report 
for last year I stated that, in view of the re- 
cent-signatare of tha Anglo French agreement, 
the year 1905 opened ander auspices of 
reculiarly favourable nature for the cause of 
Egyptian progress and reform. I think it may 
be said that this anticipation b1s been realised. 
Daring the past yew the whole machine of 
Government worked very smoo:hly. It will be 
seen from the report which I now submit that 
improvements in various directions have bsen 
effected. There is every reason to believe that 
this steady and uniform rate of progress will 
be maintained in fatare years, bat nowhere 
must there be undae haste.”

Suicide. ! 

M. Paul Drapel, a teacher at the Khedivieh 
School, Cairo, committed suicide yesterday 
morning by blowing his brains out. It seems 


that for come time past M. Drapel had com- 


plained of mental depression, and yesterday, 
shutting himself up in the water-closet of his 
house, he fired two shots at his head with a 
revolver. M. Drapel was a Swiss, aged 48 years, 
and was on the eve of retiring. He leavesa 
widow and two daughters, both ot wh m are in 
Enrope, besides a boy of 12, who lived with his 
parents. The foneral of the deceased, whose 
suicide is attributed to an attack of nevras- 
thenia, took place yesterday afternoon. 


A Bankers’ Bank Wanted. 
Lord Cromer, in the chapter on bsnking ip 
his report, remarks: “In a country such as 
Egypt, where a comparatively high rate of 
interest is easily obtainable, it must often be 
a temptation to bank managers to borrow large 
goms from the market on short terms for 
employment in advances. After examining the 
balance sheets cf most of the leading banks, 
1 cannot help thinking that it is worth the 
attention of the Directors to consider whether 
the proportion of their liabilities covered by 
cash, by money at call on short notice, or by 
first-class securities should not be increased. 
This consideration confirms me in the view 
which I have long held, thafYit is most advis- 
able that an institation should exist in this 
country which will, to # certain extent, be 
what’ is termed “the Bankers’ Bank,” and 
which in the event of a commercial crisis, would 
be able to afford assistance to institutions 
which might find themselves in temporary 
difficulties.” :

DIPLOMATIC VIEWS. 
The “Diplomatic” correspondent of thie “Pall

the smaller Powers speak their views, the 
opinion is being expressed that Englind is 


wholly in the wrong over the boundary ques-/ 


tion, and that there is little doubt that 


Germany is of the same way of thinking, how- 


ever, neutrally she may outward!y comport 
herself, The English attitude is regarded as 
provocative, in that it attempts to prevent, or 
at any rate nallify, the fortification of Akabs, 
since Akaba is practically commanded by 
Tabab, and who so holds the latter may as 
well (strategically speaking) be possessed of 
the former also. 

" “The feeling in London generally seems not 
so optimistic as foreign correspondentsireport 
of their’ respective centres. The Opposition 
seems to 30n¢ider the pet ngeee some- 
what slow to realise possible contingencies in 
Egypt. Upon these, most undoubtedly, Tarkey 
ia relying, and for this reason her present

from many former exploits of the Sublime 
Porte, Indeed, not until she has lost all hope 
cf a Moslem rising in Egypt will she withdraw. 
At the same time the Ottoman Ambassador 
has proved more conciliatory in bearing if no 
less firm on the points at issae.” 
Diplomatically speaking, we enjoy the sup- 
port not only of France bat of Russia, who 
has made the strongest represeutations to the 
Sultan. This proceeding is but part of the 
new’ Anglophile policy of Russia—a policy 
which may lead her in certain eventua'ities 
to take concerted action with us. For this, 


however, the price asked is something nearly” 


if not quite exorbitant. It is well known to 
interested onlookers that Russia been 
renewing her efforts towards a general‘‘under- 
standing” with England on the Near Eastern 
question, and the present orisis is providing 
her with an opportunity of pressing her views 
apon the British Government. The discussion 
of these views must be at present reserved. 
It will be snuffisient to indicate that they 
embrace the whole subject of the spberes ot 
inflaence north of Afghanistan, and deal with 
the ultimate fate of Constantinople “ in 
certain eventualities.” Certain diplomats in 
London declare that the knowledge of these 
Russian overtures has also operated towards 
precipitating the present crisis, the hope bei 
to provoke some show of“Pan-Islamist” feel 

as a danger signal to Europe. Such are the 
cross-currents of international politics! 


AUSTRIAN OPINION. 


Tha correspondent of the “Daily Telegraph” 
at Vienna states that the attitude of Turkey 
both towards England and Persia is being 
followed in authoritative quarters there with 
the grestest attention. No attempt is made 
to conceal the fact that the Egyptian conflict 
in particular might possibly assame a serious 
character, first of all for the quite compre- 
hensible reason that England would under no 
conditions allow Turkey to remain in possession 
of the point on the Sinai Pe’ insvla recently 
occapied by her, as this would seriously injare 
British prestige in Arabis. 

The real danger of the situation, however, 
iaseen in the circumstance that this Torkish 
usurpation is connected with the religious and 
Mohamedan question. Turkey wishes to bein 
possession of the direct road to Mecca, in 
order again to prove to the entire world of 
Islam that she is the true protectress and 
raler of Islan. 

Moreover, reasons exist there at the present 
moment for the belief that Tarkey is sup- 
ported in her proceedings against England by 
a Continental Power, and everyone acquainted 
with the matter knows that this Power can 
only be Germany. Withoat such support it 
would be inexplicable that the Porte should 
take up such an offensive attitude against 
Ezypt and England. The opinion is also pretty 
widespread that what Turkey seeks, for the 
abandonment of her pretensions to the occupied 
point is simply compensation from England. 
It is, of course, understood that the, Saltan’s 
idea of compensation in this matter lies in the 
3 per cent, supplementary Castoms daty 80 
ardently désired by bim 

Any complication between Turkey and Egypt 
wou'd naturally involve a serious reaction opon 
the Balkan Peninsula, for which reason eyery~ 
thing possib'e would be done in Vienna to 
restrain the Porte from farther aggressive 
ateps. It is, however, known there for ce 
that no Power contemplates striding 
England alone isin a position to uitértake 
any wediation with regard to Egypt.

GOVERNMENT EMPLOYES’ 
- SALARIES. 


The Financial. Adviser will submit to-morrow 
to the Council of Ministers, which will meet in 
Alexandria, under the presidency of H.H. the 
Khedive, that part of the report of Lord Cecil’s 
Commiasion which concerns the salaries of the 
petty officials ot the Government. The prin- 
ciple established in 1901 remains in force, that 
is to say, that admission to Government service 
will be granted to applicants who have attained 
the age of 18, and have obtsined a certificate 
of primary education. In the matter of salary, 
the following changes are recommended: That 
the commencing salary of L.E. 4 be increased 
to L.E. 5, and that there be a yearly increase 
of half a pound, except in the case of an un- 
favourable report, until the salary is L.E. 9, 
Candidates provided with “‘certificats intéri- 
maires” will receive L.E. 6, and those with a 
second-cless certificate, L.E. 7. 

This increase will apply to all branches of 
the Government, excepting the Mixed Courts 
and Railways, the Railways being sul-ject toa 
special rule, in view of the importance of this 
department. 

No supernumerary may receive less than 

L.E. 3 per month. 
In the Ministry of Finance admission to the 
ataff will be made without going through the 
fotmalities required in the other administrations. 
' Employés alréady in service will benefit by 
this change jast as if it had been made at the 
date of their entry into the Government. 

The iacreases propore1 will require this year 
L.E. 65,000 oat of the L.E. 1200°0 grant 
placed at the disposal of the Ministry . of 
Finance, and for next year L.E. 95,000. 

The Coxmission will next month consider a 
scheme for increasing the salaries of the higher. 


State officials, an increase which will date from 
January 1 of this year. An extra grant will be

FULL REPORT OF THB TRIAL. 


The charge brought against Mr. Teakle, of 
the Ministry of Public Instruction, by the 
Cairo Police, of assanlting a policeman in the 
discharge of his duty, came before Mr. Alban 
at the British Consular Court in Cairo yesterday 
morning. 

The witnesses for the prosecation, which was 
conducted by Captain Vernon-Jarvis, of the 
Cairo Police, were Said Ismail, the assaulted 
policeman, Mr. P. W. Machell, Mohamed 
Effendi Mahmoud, Mr. Machell’s secretary, 
and Osman Eff. Mahmoud, of the Sanitary 
Department. Said Ismail, the policeman, was 
first examined. He gave his account of the 
alleged assault in fall. According to him, two 
Enropeans whom he identified as Mr. Teakle 
and Mr. Sharp persisted in following the left 
(N.) side of the Kasr-el-Nil Bridge while 
crossing from the Ghezireh end, in spite of his 
protests. On their refusing to pay any atten- 
he stepped in front of them, whereupon 
Teakle “séized him and pushed him away. 
Both continued on their course and laughed 
at him, Atter further details he stated that 
accused, after crossing the bridge to the right 
(S.) side, tarned on him while he was standing 
peaceably in the middle of the bridge and 
seized him by the throat, shuking him vigor. 
ously. 

Space does not allow us to give in fall the 
evidence under examination and cross-examina- 
tion of this witness. His replies to Mr. Le 
Breton, counsel for the datence, were mainly 
in the negative. He ab:olate'y denied having | 
touched accused, declaring that the law for- | 
bade the police to lay hands on people in such 
cases. It was trae that accused did not under- | 
stand him, but a native acted as interpreter | 
after the first co'lision and explained his 
orders. Mach more followed in this style— 
Shawish Said Ismail’s evidence differing in no 
particular from that of the policeman all over 
the world, who, being haman, always assumes 
the r6'e of persecuted angel in similar cases. 

Mr. P. W. Machell was than ealled.and made 
a statement to the effect that on Apul 14, a | 
little after 6 p.m., he was driving with his 
secretary over tha Kasr-el-Nil Bridge towards 
Ghezireh. His secretary called his attention to 
& fracas between a Karopean and a policeman 
some 40 yards from the ead. Looking round he» 
saw a policeman in the centre of a group which 
contained one European -for certain. The 
policeman appeared to be hustled. He passed 
the group at a trot, told his secretary to tell 
the coachman to stop, got out of his carriage, 
and went back towards tha scane of th; dispats. 
While so do‘ng he saw the shawish wrest him- 
self free and move towards ths middle of the 
road, where ha paused to adjust his tanic and » 
collar, A Earopesan then rashed at the police- 
man, who pat up his hands as if to ward off 
a blow, s¢ized him by both hands, and turned 
him round violently. He saw then that he was 
tarning hin round to read his nomber. In so 
doing he used the maximum of violénce quite 
unwarrantably and unnecessarily. Ha consider- - 
61 that the shawizh behaved with remarkable 
so'f-restraint. Thetwo Enaropeans, one being 
the aggressor, went along thevight (S.) pave- 
ment to the end of ths bridge. The policeman 
followed and appeared to make a report to Mr. 
Roberts, of the Cairo Police, who was there. One | 
of the Europeans gave his card to Mr. Roberts. | 
Witness also went up to him and told him to 
inform the Commandant of the Cairo Police 
that he had witnessed the assault. He took 
tie card given and read on it the names of 
Mr. R. G. Teakle and Mr. Sharp (the latter in 
petcil), ‘Turf Clob. Seeing the words ‘“Torf 
Clab” and recognising that these were English- 
men he asked accased whether he was a mem- 
ber of any Government service. Accused said 
he belonged to the M:nistry of Pablic Instruc- 
tion and also said, “1 hope you saw the police- | 
man assault me first.”

Mohamed Bey Mahmond was called and 
sworn. His account of what he had seen 
tallied with that of the previous witness till he 
reached the point where he descended with 
the Adviser to the Ministry of the [anterior 
from the carriage. He here stated that accused

people collected and witness tried to pass the |. 


policeman, who again thrust him back. Learn- 
ing that the policeman wanted him to cross 
the road witnesg then crossed diagonally, bat 
before reaching the other side turned back to 
take the policeman’s number. He tried, as he 
thought, to hide it, whereupon witness took 
him by the hands and tried to see his number. 
The policeman took a half turn to keep only 
the Arabic numbers in his view. He at last 
forced him to show the Earopean number. 

In reply to qnestions by the prosecation : It 
was antrue that he rushed at the policeman: In 
his opinion the policeman was trying to hide 
the namber. The policeman wonld not in his 
Opinion have gone to the Cairo end of the 
bridge to report him had he not taken his 
nomber. He never struck the policeman. 

Counsel for the prosecation now cross-ex- 
mined witness on his knowledge of Arabic 
and proved himself quite unfamiliat with the 
regulations of the Ministry of Pablic Instruc- 
tion, to the amasement of tha public, which 
was mainly recruited from that Ministry.

Mr. Le Breton, addressing the Court, stated 
that the policeman’s evidence was like that of all 
policemen in soch cases, bat he would like to 
point out that the prosecution had brought no 
other evidence to prove that accused first at- 
tacked him, while a stady of the facts went to 
prove that the policeman only thought of re- 
porting the affair when his number had been 
taken—a sign of a guilty conscience. Mr. Ma- 
chell’s evidense must be regarded as prejudiced. 

Capt. Vernon-Jarvie, tor the prosecution, 
was understood to say that it was excessively 
unlikely that a policeman would ever lay hands 
on an Englishman, of whom he stood in great 
awe. Tho fact that accused, according to one 
of the witnesses for the defence, had his hands 
on the shawirh’s shoulders was important as 
proving that the latter could not have lifted 
his hand to cover the number. 

This ingenious, if daring, deduction was re- 
ceived with a certain incredulity by the Court 
and counsel for the defence snd with mani- 
fastations of an ill-timed hilarity by the pablic. 
The Court then summed up. It appeared clear 
to the Jadge that accused and Mr. Sharp, who 


were on the wrong side of the bridge, did not 


understand that the policeman was shouting 
to them to cross. The policeman then took Mr. 
Sharp by the coat and next pushed Mr. Teak’e 


t | back, and a scoffle ensued in which the rolice- 


man was the aggressor. 

Mr. Teakle then crossed, leaving the shawish 
in the middle of the road bot rather unfor- 
tunately, being no doubt excited, turned back 
to take the man’s nomber, and beirg rightly 
or wrongly under the impression that he wish- 
ed to conceal his number, tried to force him to 
show it, Mr. Machell’s evidence was rendered 
of less importance by the fact that he only saw 
the concluding and not the opening stages of 
the incident, and had tormed an exaggerated 
estimate of the violence employed by accused. 
Under the circumstances he would dismies 
the case.

NATIVE PRESS AND LORD CROMER 


“Al Moayad” commants 9s follows upon 
that passage in Lord Cromar’s Report which 
deals with the Legislative Council and the 
General Assembly :— , 

‘ Oar readers would infer from Lord Cromer’s 
remarks that he is feeling how dangerous is 
the uolimited authority which he exercices 
without restraint ia Egypt; an aathority © 
that no absolate Raler of an Oriental Govern- 
ment has evar wielded.” 

After describing his Lordship’s several attri- 
bates, the “Moayad” proceeds :—‘‘Should any 
obstac’e be placed in his way by the British 
Cabinet, he emp'oys the Khedivial authority 
to remove it, and vice-versa in the case of the 
Egyptian Government. Lord Cromer has thus 
spent years in. pitting one against the other ; 
and would like this control to remain for ever. 
Nothing in this world is without end, 
however, and it is to be feared that the British 
people themselves, wh> are unaccustomed to 
anything but Constitational rule, would put an 
end to it. They are born enemies of absolutism; 
and regard ‘the coatrol “of & whole nation by 
one man as abnormal, no matter whether that 
persen is a well-known and’ well-intentioned 
Englishman. It is curious-that Lord Cromer 
should pretend to defend the Egyptian nation — 
from the authority of the Khedive, whereas 
the British occupied Egypt to protect the . 
Khedive from the nation. The fact is, Lord 
Cromer desires to place the whole cduntry io 
the hands of the British Consal-General, under 
the pretext that Ezypt is unable to govern 
herself, and that were she left alone the Chief 
Governor of Egypt would restore his absolute 
inflaence. In demanding .a Constitutional 
Council, the Egyptians mean to protect the 
nation from the influence of one man.”

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MONEY AND SHARE MARKET. 


(From ouR FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT. ) 


London, May 4. 
The Money Market. . 

The more chserfal sspect noticeable towards 
the end of last week began slowly to melt 
away with the advent of the present week, 
and Wednesday evenirg foond the City again 
in 8 nervous and uneasy state of mind. The 
calm and commendable attitude of the directors 
of the Bank-of England on tha preceding’ 
Thursday had done much to allay the disturbed 
feeling in finaneial circles, bat America’s 
troubles again forced their way to the front, 
an 1it became apparent that the drain of gold 
to that country had not come to an end. It 
was not until yesterday, however, when the 
excharge came forward half a point down, 
that the fall effect was realised, and the Bank 
directors had no option then bat to raice the 
Bank rate to 4% again. Thos once more we 
are faced with the problem of the inadequacy 
of oir gold reserve. 

The action of the United States Treasury 
in making advances free of interest against 
gold imports no doubt facilitates the with- 
drawal of gold by New York bankers, and it is 
feared in some quarters here that a farther 
rise in the Bank rate next week will be 
= peaks to protect our reserve, but on the 
other hand itis hoped that the drain to Paris 
and Berlin may be diverted, and the situation 
thereby relieved. bate 

For the present, money rates have, not 
responded as quick'y as discounts to the new 
conditions, for call money can be obtained at 
34¢%.and weekly loans at 34%, whilst the 
rate for three months’ bills stands firm at 
84%. Should no more gold be taken away, 
rates will probably remain fairly easy, and so 
wear down the discount rate, gaining assiat- 
ance to this end, in all likelihood, by a 
demand for bills from tha Continent. 

The Bank return shows a reduction in the 
reserve of about a million, bringing the “pro- 
portion” down to 38 ¥, owing mainly to the 
gold withdrawals for shipment and for the 
provinces. 

The Stock Markets. 

The position of money still dominates the 
share market, and it seems hopeless to expect 
any return of confidence un'‘il the course of 
the money market is more settled. Consols and 
other gilt-edged securities are natorally inflnen- 
ced by the rise «f the Bank rate, buat if the 
latter proves effective, it will in the end no 
donbt produce a reverse result. 

Meanwhile, speculation is almost at a stand- 
still, and most msrkets are in the hands of the 
largest dealera, who do not seem inclined, and 
are not likely, to allow them to fall away much, 
most securities being certainly on a rock-bottom 
basis. 

The features of the week have bean the wide 
finctaations in Hudson’s Bay, and a consider- 
able flatter in Anglo-American Cable %o’s shares, 
the last-named being due to a rumonr that 
some re-adjastment uf the share gapital will 
take place, which will be to the interests of the 
Dererred shareholders, who certainly deserve 
some consideration. 

The isscves of the Commercial, Industrial, 
and Land Company of Egypt and the £1,570,000 
of 34% Guaranteed Bonds of the Agricultural 
Bank of Egypt have been prominent features. 
The latter has been naturally well taken, being 
a firstclass security in every way, and the 
Commercial, Industrial and Land Co. sbould 
have no difficulty in obtaining the small 
capital required, as there is plenty of money 
about for good ventures, particularly in Egypt, 
and the options acqaired appear to be of a 
sound and profitable character.
